  (A) all individuals;
  (B) all individuals and households;
  (C) individuals with an annual income under 75 percent of the National Median Household Income;
  (D) individuals and households with an annual income under 75 percent of the National Median Household Income;
  (E) individuals with an annual income over 125 percent of the National Median Household Income;
  (F) individuals and households with an annual income over 125 percent of the National Median Household Income;
  (G) individuals with an annual income between 75 percent and 125 percent of the National Median Household Income; and
  (H) individuals and households with an annual income between 75 percent and 125 percent of the National Median Household Income; and
